Perhaps California can bene­ 
fit by a lea f from the State o f Nevada’s 
experience. 
In that State, fourteen or fif­ 
teen years ago. a State Treasurer embezzled

o f State funds, and was able to hide 
his peculations for a long tim e because he 
appropriated only such m oney as came into 
li-.s hands on special deposits, placed there 
by t 'aunty Treasurers pending sem i-annual 
settlem ents anil by the land officers.

hands without the order or knowledge 
o f 
th.- 
Controller, 
that 
officer could 
give 
the

no information in regard to them , and 
the State m oney ‘ o f record’ in the Con­ 
troller’s office was always on hand when 
counted iiy that Board. 
After the defalca­ 
tion o f this Nevada official, it was pro­ 
vided by law that all these ’ special depos­ 
its' should be paid into the State Treasury 
on the order of the State Controller, and 
theS'.ate Treasurer should be held officially 
liable for them . 
T he Controller t»f the 
State is. therefore, now able at any tim e to 
give the State Board o f Exam iners in ­ 
formation as to the exact am ount o f money 
that should be in the State Treasury, 
whether in apportioned funds or awaiting 
apportionm ent on settlem ent. 
The m oney 
patd in by County Treasurers in advance of 
settlem ent (the m oney taken by voting 
January:. is ordered by the Nevada Con­ 
troller into what is called, for convenience, 
‘ The County Treasurers’ Settlem ent Fund,’ 
w hich is balanced, when the regular setllc- 
mwit is made, by transfers to the regular 
fund. 
The system lias worked splendidly 
il if tw elve years in Nevada, and there is no 
reason why it should not work as well in 
California. 
A t any rate, were it in force 
the State Treasurer would be liable on 
his official bond for the em bezzlem ent o f 
his deputy, and a largo num ber o f honest 
men w h otas they believed) had paid m oney 
for which they were responsible into the 
State Treasury, would be relieved from 
trouble and loss.

treaty stipulations, a margin o f sixty feet 
in width is called for on either side o f tiie 
line, and that space on either side m ust not 
be built upon by either Am ericans or .Mex­ 
icans. 
It is alleged that the Am erican eiti 
zens in Nogales have paid no attention to 
this, and have erected buildings close to 
the line. 
T he anthorities of M exico have 
appealed to tlie Am erican Consul for the 
rem oval o f said buildings. 
The depot is 
said to be on the forbidden ground." One 
Canton claim s to be in possession of a 
Spanish grant, which covers the land in 
question, both in the United States and 
M exico, and has set up a land office busi­ 
ness.

No More License. 
Statem ent is made that an ordinance is 
to be presented to the City Trustees this 
m orning lor passage, to license stud-horse 
poker gambling. T he Trustees are not to 
be blam ed for having such an ordinance 
presented to them for their consideration, 
but they will be culpable if they pass it. 
The public lias accepted the statem ent—at 
least a portion ol’ the com m unity has—that 
the passage of the form er ordinance to 
license gam bling was done w ith a view to 
so regulate as to greatly lessen a crime, 
w hich, under circumstances then existing, 
could not he wholly suppressed. If the 
com m unity was at first divided as to the 
wisdom of passing the ordinance, it is now 
unanim ous in the knowledge that the at­ 
tem pt to “ regulate ” has proved a dead fail­ 
ure. and is equally unanim ous for its re­ 
peal, and the cleansing from the city’s fair 
nam e of this foul spot. 
Of this fact 
the City Trustees arc now fully aware, 
and they will 
not 
for 
a 
mom ent 
think 
of passing 
further 
ordinances 
whereby to clothe these deadfalls w ith a 
garli of legality, and to m ake the criminal 
aiders and abetters who conduct them re­ 
spectable. 
The former 
ordinance was 
passed squarely in the face of the State 
law, and in open defiance of it. Certainly, 
with the sad experience <>f the past week, 
the Trustees will not, in opposition to the 
public feeling and sentim ent, think of add­ 
ing further shame and disgrace by licensing 
other gam bling pits. 
If the purpose of the 
proposed ordinance to be introduced to­ 
day is to regulate stud-horse poker, by 
driving it to upper floors, it will be neces­ 
sary to m ake it a crime—under the police 
powers of the Trustees—to pluv it elsewhere 
than in certain places. 
It follows that it 
will belter regulate it to m ake it unlaw ful 
anyw here w ithin tiie city. 
It at least is a 
gam e that may be stam ped out, and it 
should be done at once. 
In this connection the Alta California, of 
San Francisco, says : “ Unc of the conse­ 
quences of the defalcation of A. U. Jan u ­ 
ary, the Deputy State Treasurer, is a vigor­ 
ous dem and 
made by the Sacramento 
R ecorp-I nion for the repeal of the ordi­ 
nance which in that city perm its the licens­ 
ing of gam bling games. 
It was at a faro 
table licensed by the m unicipal government 
of the Capital city of the State that young 
January lost §4,000 of public money on the 
4th of November and other sum s at various 
times. Over a year ago Sacramento adopted 
the plan of licensing gambling, and it was 
then claimed that gaining was to be made 
comparatively innocuous and almost re­ 
spectable. Itut it is diilicult to domesticate 
the tiger. W hile the banking games in 
Sacramento have been run under an oflicial 
sanction of the city which it bail no right 
to give, numerous petty unlicensed games 
have been running day and night, and 
training up the youth of the city in the 
w ay they should not go. 
It was too incon­ 
sistent to m ake dice and stud-horse poker 
illegal while faro is licensed, and lienee 
there was 
nothing 
for it 
hut to let 
the 
boys 
play 
on. 
* 
* 
* 
It 
is 
only surprising 
that 
the 
respectable 
elem ents of society at the State Capi­ 
tal should have ever thought that the 
sm all sum paid into the city Treasury by 
the gamblers was a sufficient return for the 
evil of tolerating an offense th at is con­ 
demned by the laws of every civilized State 
in the world.” 
[The Alta is a little wild in 
the statem ent in the last line; but that is 
immaterial. T h e -lita, while warm ing the 
ears of .Sacramento, should also hear in 
mind that young January lost a portion of 
his steal at 
gambling games in San 
Francisco, where the “ respectable ele­ 
ments of society ” arc unable to suppress 
gaming, though they do manage by peri- 
odie p< Fee raids and the imposition of fines 
to collect a species ol tax upon gambling, 
since the games invariably reopen so soon 
as the imposed fine is paid into the treasury 
of San Francisco. 
But this is not cited as 
at all excusative of the sins of omission or 
commission in Sacramento, but rather as a 
gentle rem inder that a good m any people 
are tarred with the same stick.] 
The Folsom Telegraph in this connection 
thus 
apostrophizes; 
“And now comes 
Deputy State Treasurer A. D January, a 
defaulter in the sum of $40,000. Cause, 
gambling. 
Ah, a glorious harvest are the 
fathers and mothers, the wives and children 
of Sacramento reaping from her licensed 
and protected gam bling liclis. 
It should 
be a thought inspiring mneli pride in the 
breast of every Californian, this knowledge 
that our capital city cham pions with all 
the majesty of her laws the gam bler and 
card sharp; that she says to the unwary 
and the weak : 
Flay; stake your m onev: 
stake your w itch ; stake your cred it; stake 
your m other’s heart, your wife’s tears, and 
snatch the bre.nl from your children’s 
m ouths and add it to the pile; stake your 
honor, your life and your soul. 
1 will not 
interfere. 
Why should I ? 
Am I not the 
silent partner of those who are to despoil 
von ?’v

The .Jannary M atter. 
In speaking of th e shortage in the office 
of the State T reasurer, the San Jose Mer­ 
cury of November 15tli says: “ A rthur Ja n ­ 
u ary is w ell know n in this city, w here lie 
hasresided front infancy. He was Deputy, 
under his father, in the County Treasurer s 
office of th is countv for several 3 ears, and 
xvas dismissed from that position, it is said, 
at the instigation of one of Mr. January s 
heaviest bondsmen, for appropriating some 
$1,100, which his father replaced. 
It was 
generally known th a t of late years he has 
manifested a disposition to lead a fast life— 
a fact that xvas ntueb commented upon in 
connection with his appointm ent as Deputy 
State Treasurer, and which, surely, could 
not have been wholly unknow n to his 
father. W e deeply 'sym pathize w ith ltis 
fam ily in the sítame and disgrace he has 
brought upon them . H is father, whose 
personal integrity no one has ever ques­ 
tioned, failed to exercise that watchfulness 
over his son th at his fast habits of lile de­ 
manded. For it is as true now as ever that 
no m an who gambles, who drinks to ex­ 
cess or has vicious associations, is safe to 
be intrusted with the custody of the funds 
of another, and especially not of those be­ 
longing to the public, concerning w hich' 
there is apt to be a laxity of moral respon­ 
sibility in the minds of m any not observ­ 
able in their dealings in private life. '1 here 
can be no two standards of m orality. 
He 
who steals from the public is as great a 
thief as lie who picks a pocket or robs a 
till; and often greater, for a greater confi­ 
dence is betraved. It is the old, old story.” 
It is stated that bondsmen to the extent 
of $80,000 have gone olf the State Treas­ 
urer’s bond, and some doubt is entertained 
of the possibility of ltis replacing them . 
N. 
Greene Curtis and H enry Edgerton have 
been employed to defend young January, 
and he has Ly them been advised to steer 
clear of newspaper reporters. 
A rchibald Yell, a m em ber of the last 
Assembly, and an attorney of Mendocino 
county, arrived in the city last evening to 
look after the interest of the Ccunty Treas­ 
urer of his county. H e is of the opinion, 
or at least intim ates it. that the bond of the 
State Treasurer is liable for ltis son’s pecu­ 
lations. lie says it is stated th at all the 
losses trade by voting January, so far as 
has been ascertained, xvas paper money, 
while the deposits of the County Treasurers 
were all in coin. 
It would look as though 
State currency had been taken and the 
same had been replaced xvillt special deposit 
coin. 
In this connection it is to be added, that 
according to young January’s own state­ 
m ent—and it agrees with popular observa­ 
tion of his career—he lias been gam bling 
w ith other than his own funds for eighteen 
m onths. Now the County Treasurers arc 
required to settle with the State sem i-an­ 
nually. A t such tiiii03 the larger part, if 
not al l, these special deposits m ust be drawn 
out, or at least ascertained. The County 
Treasurer s m ust carry back sufficient funds 
for the needs of the schools. 
It not infre­ 
quently happens that a Treasurer does not 
bring enough to complete his settlem ent 
with the Controller, even when using what 
he left over xvith the Treasurer, and he is 
compelled to draw upon his own office for 
more funds. 
It m ust have been then at the 
tim e of settlem ents that the special deposit 
fund was in such a state that it had to he 
tem porarily replenished from Slate funds. 


BRIEF NOTES. 


T hf, 
D emocratic J u b ilee. — Saturday 
ex’ening the Democracy of this city cele­ 
brated the election o f G rovtr Cleveland to 
the Presidency of the U nited States. Ac­ 
cording to a previous agreem ent, they xvere 
assisted by a large num ber of the lilaine- 
H at Brigade. The Cleveland and Hendricks 
Fire Brigade, Glascock 
Invincibies and 
Y oung Men’s Democratic Club turned out 
in good num bers in their showy uniforms, 
and paraded the principal streets xvith 
torches and bands of music. 
No trans­ 
parencies of any kind xvere perm itted in 
line, there was an absence of any crowing 
over their defeated friends, and everything 
passed off harm oniously. Tom Scott, who 
had xvagered with Charles Parsons, paid his 
bet by riding in the procession on Chan­ 
dler’s mule. 
H e looked well, and xvas 
greeted on every hand by cheers from his 
Republican friends. 
W in. J. Davis, Chair­ 
man of the Republican Countv Central 
Committee, rode in a coupe xvith R. D. 
Stephens, Chairm an of the Democratic 
Committee. This xvas also to pay a bet 
xvagered and ffist. 
Mr. Davis, purposely 
delayed a contemplated trip to the Bay in 
order to redeem liis promise. The proces­ 
sion, at least a considerable portion oí it, 
did not disband until after m idnight. They 
marched, xvith the band, to m any of xlie 
private residences of prom inent citizens, 
batli Democrats and Republicans, and sere­ 
naded them . Among those so honored 
can be mentioned Governor Stoncinan, 
Mayor Brown, Secretary of State Thom p­ 
son. Brainard F. Smith, G. W . Carey, G. 
W. Chesley and R. Oppenheim. 


N arrow E scape.-—Yesterday a rancher 
living near W oodland came to tow n and 
got a wagon load of lum ber; also, to kill 
two birds with one stone, lie got drunk. In 
the afternoon lie started for home, hut, 
after going about four miles, he turned 
hack. 
About half a mile west of W ash­ 
ington there is a long bridge over a low 
place in the road. 
He did not drive very 
straight, and his wagon collided with one 
end of the bridge, throwing him beneath 
the horses.
